proaching its farthest distance from 
the sun, aniflbecause of this fact gets 
far enough away from that bright orb 
to shine out by it' own reflected light, 
even in the face of the sun. 
It is easy to see the “ day "tar 
when you have located it, but for one 
who has ti» search the whole bright 
blue sky under the blaze of the sun, 
it seems a hopeless task. 
Here are 
some general directions that will en-j 
able von to get in the field of the “ day 
star. 
Venus is about three hours behind 
the sun— that is to the east of it. 
That means that when the sun is at 
its zen th Venus is about one-halt 
way down from the zenith to the 
eastern horizon; or when the sun is 
one-half way down from the noon 
mark to the western horizon. Venus 
is at zenith. 
However* Venus is not moving iii

It Is not air-sailing, hut aeroplaning 
! that Is new. 
There is a vast differ­ 
ence between the tw >. 
Ballooning is 
i accomplished with a bag oi gas that 
is lighter than the lower air currents, 
and therefore tends to 
go 
upward, 
while the aeroplane glides gracefully 
i into the air because it is propelled. It 
I Is heavier than air. If the motor stops 
i the bird like airship crashes to the 
I ground. 
But even aeroplaning has become a 
well-defined science, and the elem ent 
! of danger In It Is greatly reduced. Ac- 
I cidents now are attributed to careless­ 
ness or ignorance to a large extent. It 
Is only the very new est forms of this 
sport that now attracts the greatest 
attention -that of navigating with the 
hydroaeroplane—that of jumping from 
the air down to the surface of the 
water, and then rising again into Hie 


* air. 
This feat has been accomplished but 
rarely. One of the most famous flights 
wr«i made by McCurdy, who attempted 
to navigate the air from Key W est to 
Havana, and who alighted in the wa­ 
ter Just outside Havana harbor.

Curtiss is I4ie man who invented 
the Curtiss biplane. 
He Is one of 
the m ost famous of aviators. 
W hen­ 
ever an aviation meet Is mentioned, 
tile name of the Curtiss biplane is 
; found. 
The 
Wright 
brothers— who 
by (he way are native Hoosiers and 
were born near Fairmount, Iud.— are 
perhaps 
the most famous 
of 
the 
birdmen 
The W rights began their 
work 
on 
the farm owned by their 
father In Grant county, Ind. 
Curtiss 
began His work as a m essenger boy. 
And of the history of the work of 
the three men, It is likely that Cur­ 
tiss really laid the more substantial 
foundation for his future inventions. 
Curtiss was not lazy, but he was 
constantly working on an easier way 
of doing things. 
When yet a boy he 
conceived the idea of making a mo­ 
torcycle. 
He worked out a plan, and 
finally made a successful motor pro­ 
pelled bicycle. 
Irater this Invention 
was placed on the market, and still 
later Curtiss broke the world’s rec- I 
ord for speed by traveling a meas- j 
ared mile at Ormond Beach, Fin., In 
"0 2 5 seconds. 
A comparison of that 
time and the time made by automo­ 
biles, 
will 
show that 
Curtiss, 
four 
years ago, was traveling in a very 
fast 
class 
of speed-makers. 
The 
motorcycle 
In 
which 
he 
performed 
this feat was made by himself. 
It naturally stands to reason that 
such a man can get a great deal of 
money for demonstrating 
the 
very 
newest cif speed 
machines, and 
he 
has been contracted with at great ex- j 
pense. 
His (lights will take place In 
the afternoon of July 14 at Winona j 
Lake, and will be one of the biggest

the 
government 
officials. 
United 
Statis Marshal 
Warner of this dis­ 
trict acknowledged that he him self de­ 
livered Richards to the dtputy and 
stated that his authority to do so came 
direct from the department at Wash­ 
ington. 
Several years ago Richards was sen­ 
tenced to one hour’s imprisonment for 
land frauds, arid this hour was spent 
in custody of a marshal at the Omaha 
club, where the party had a banquet. 
For this President Roosevelt fired the 
marshal by telegraph and assailed the 
federal judge of the district. 
Last fall when Richards and three 
friends were sentenced to jail for a 
year and sent to Hastings, reports of 
such luxurious quarters were noised 
abroad that the department at Wash­ 
ington ordered an investigation.

How Clouds Get Their Fringes. 
Professor Tyndall used to explain to 
popular audiences, with the aid of a 
brilliant experiment, that the blue col­ 
or of the sky is owing to floating par­ 
ticles of invisible dust that break up 
and scatter the short waves, which are 
the blue waves, of light.

A metal pan. with a grating 
Just above the bottom, is partly tilled 
with a solution of warm water and a 
tablespoonful each of common salt and 
baking soda. 
The pan is made of a 
material which will not corrode from 
the action of these substances in the 
water, but this same action will re­ 
move the tarnish from silver in a few 
minutes 
The tableware is placed on 
the grating in the pan and allowed to 
remain there for from one to two 
minutes if warm water is used and 
from five to ten minutes lf the water 
is cold 
It is then removed and wiped 
dry, leaving it as bright as new.

Rump Steak, Old English Style. 
To prepare tills have three or four 
pounds of rump steak cut a lieut an 
inch thick. But one tablespoon of b u t­ 
ter in the frying pan and let it melt 
without browning. 
Put steak in the 
frying pan, cover closely and let it 
slowly become very hot 
As soon as it 
Is thoroughly heated add salt and pep­ 
per, then keep it Just simmering (nev­ 
er allowing it to boll) until perfectly 
tender. It will require apout an hour 
and a half to cook It just right. When 
done place the steak on a heated plat­ 
ter, add a 
little walnut or tomato 
ketchup to the gravy in the pan. let it 
get very hot and pour it over the 
steak. 
Sometimes a slice of onion or 
carrot is added to Impart a delicate 
flavor to the steak. 


Beef Pie. 
Cut remnants of cold roast beef in 
one inch cubes. 
Cover with boiling 
water, add half an onion and cook 
slowly one hour. Remoce onion, thicken 
gravy with flour diluted with cold wa- j 
ter and season with salt and pepper 
Add potatoes cut in one-quarter inch 
slices which have been parboiled eight 
minutes in boiling salted water. 
Put 
in a buttered pudding dish and when 
cool cover with baking powder biscuit 
mixture or pie crust. 
Bake in a hot 
oven. 
If covered wKh pie crust make 
several incisions in crust that gases 
may escape. 
You can buy a piece ot 
stew meat and cook for pie, but this 
is a good way to use left over beef.
